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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicants' remarks with respect to Japanese document (JP 7-280,484) are not persuasive. As 
understood, applicants state that Figure 5 depicts an "overlapping length" having a portion associated with the 
"connecting portion" as measured between the opposing "flat portions." On the other hand, applicants argue 
Figure 13 depicts the "overlapping length" is the entire "connecting portion" and is measured outside of the 
opposing "flat portions." As demonstrated in Figure 13 or JP 7-280,484 (Figure 6) below, this characterization is 
incorrect. 

Adjacent "waving strips" in the fin are identical with one another. However, adjacent waving strips are 
offset with one another to form the fin. The outline of the adjacent waving strip behind the foreground waving 
strip is depicted in red below. This clearly depicts the "overlapping portion" is not the same as the "connecting 
portion." In fact, the extension lines of "L/2" in Figure 13 do not line up with the intersection of the flat portion 
and inclined portions of the foreground waving strip. Therfore, as permissibly gleaned from the drawings, the 
"conecting portion" is "less than or equal to the strip thickness." 
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
